But Rockefeller Center building s, 
as a g roup, are in first place with 
$65,100,000. This will be consider­ 
ably hig her nex t y ear, as four mort 
building s will g o into the assess 
ment when completed. 
Then there are the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance home office building s 
at Madison Square. They are down 
on the 19 39 valuation list for $25,- 
250.000. But an additional $13,000,- 
000 building will be completed nex t 
y ear. 
Among the hotels, the Waldorf 
takes top rank with $22,000,000- 
down $500,000 from last y ear. Nex t 
ranking hotel in valuation is the 
Commodore—at $13,500,000. 
The Chry sler building still holds 
second place in heig ht in New York 
(and America) — 7 7 stories, 1,046 
feet hig h.

1,248 feet hig h. Third tallest build-
